The  main  features  of  tin'  situation  this  past  s.-as.in  may  l>e  l)rletly  outlined 
as  follows: — 

CLliVIATIC  CONDITIONS. 

On  Vancouver  Island  tliere  has  been  the  usual  winter  precipitation. 
The  sprinn  ct.mmenced  early,  and  was  favourable,  nnirked  by  dry  and  sunny 
wenllier.    Tin-  sunnncr  was  niariied  by  an  ample  supply  of   moisture. 

In  tiie  I/)wer  .Mainland,  general  .llmatic  conditions  were  favourable, 
save  that  the  unusual  precipitation  durln«  the  summer  and  early  fall  was 
too  (treat  for  satisfactory  results. 

In  tiie  Dry  Belt,  a  mild  winter  was  followed  l>y  an  open  and  very  favour- 
able spring,  wliich  resuitcnl  in  a  senerally  heavy  setting  of  fruit,  tlioutfh  the 
summer  was  so  moist  that,  as  a  rule,  but  om'  irrlKatlon  was  ntnessary. 

In  the  liumid  recions  of  tiie  Interbir.  all  conditions  were  eniineutly 
fav.airabie  up  to  the  end  of  June,  but  after  that  time  precipitation  was 
lieavler  throughout  the  summer,  whbh  was.   in  consetiuence,   rather  itxd. 

FRUIT   PESTS. 

Tiie  snnill  fruits  of  the  Province,  sucli  as  strawberries  and  raspberries, 
are  but  little  Injured  in  any  year  by  pests  of  any  description,  and  this  was 
the  nise  again  this  year.  Cherries,  plums,  and  prunes,  throughout  the 
rrovhice.  b.ing  softened  by  tin  d.imp  weather,  were  more  subject  to  rot 
than  usual,  and  tlds  was  the  c.iuse  of  considerable  loss  lu  the  more  humid 
sections.  On  apples  there  was  very  little  in  the  way  of  injurious  pests. 
Fruit-pit   or    Baldwin    spot,    as    was    predicted    in    circular    issue<l    by    this
